$700,000. lie appears to havo spent more 
on tho paper this year tiian last. That fact 
Kcemn evident from tho addition.il editoiial 
forco employed aud the character thereof. 
Under tho old rcginio, salaries never exceed- 
ed. $-l"< or $30, except in the caso of Fred- 
erick Hudson, who. ns managing editor, was 
paid on the books £ 1000 per annum. 
The 


older Beunett increased this by personal 
douceur*, as he did tho incomes of Dr. Wal- 
lace nud others, who were nnd still p.ro ou 
the Herald. 


Mr. Bennett, Jr., does not liko manag- 


ing editors,—as it is said Hudson was iu no 
wise caroful of Master Jim's amour proprc 
when tho "old man" put (ithe cub'', as he 
used to ho called, on reportorial aud other 
labors in order to train him for his future 
duties. Whether this he so or not, he will 
not allow any one to exercise tho privileges 
attaching to fiuch a position as Hudson held. 
Mr. Thomas Conuery, whose salary is rated 
at .*5000 per year, in tho office editor—in 
general charge over news, information, em 
ployment 
of 
subordinates, and goner-.1.; 


•inake-up. Mr. John Russel Young, with a 
salary of from £0000 to S7000 per annum, is 
regarded more nearly as Jlr. 
Bennett's 


locum tcnfnt, when the fatter is in Paris, or 
elsewhere (which is two thirds of the lime), 
than any ono else. 
Ivory Chamberlain, for- 


merly of the World, aud before that a Buf- 
falo schoolmaster, Charles D. Kordhoff, for- 


comlition, and unless it i.s thus kept tho 
owner will derive liltlo protit and no pleas, 
nro from his investment. 


First of all, care should bo taken to secure 


a comfortable place i:i which our animals 


- 
shall spend Iho cold months. 
.More caro 


is required in this section than iu most 
parts of tho country, 
(l.ittlo do not suffer 


so much from cold, gencrallv, as from cut- 
ting and driving winds such as wo havo 
hero on the borders of tlio 
sea. They will 


endure a very low temperature on n still, 
quiet day with less inconvenience than is ex- 
perienced when subjected to the chilly 
damp winds that prevail in .southern lihode 
Island. 
Hence our farmers should havo 


good stables,—better than aro required iu 
inland towns, and yards into which tho 
animals are turned when not in their stalls 
must bo protected by high fences or sheds. 
It is tho night of cruelty to keep a cow in a 
warm stable a portion of the time and then 
turn her out for exercise in an open space 
swept by the winds fresh from tho ocean. 
It would he far better not to turn cattle out 
at all than incur such exposures as aro usu- 
ally allowed. Indeed it is doubtful whether 
anything is gained by releasing animals 
from the stable in Winter. 
Rome of the 


best stock raisers in the country do not IOOEO 
their herds from Autumn until Spring. With 
proper caro iu feeding, watering and clean- 
ing, this may be all right, but it seems more 
natural to allow stock a little chance to stir 
about. Few farmers, however, havo failed 
to observe how quickly the cattle seek a re- 
turn to their places in" tho stable when they 
have been let out even ou n moderate da}*~. 
Themselves being judges tho decision is in 
favor of indoor life. 


But cattle require an abundance of pure 


fresh air. 
A close tight stable , well filled 


with breathing animals is a dangerous place 
and is nol to be preferred to a well protect- 
ed yard. Our barns need ventilation as 
well as our houses and there should bo some 
specific arrangements for this end so that 
in no case dependence bo placed on chance 
openings in tho sides of the building. A 
. 


draft should never be allowed so as to bring

Being Bennett's law ad- 
viser, as well as tho Herald's legal editor, 
his hand may often bp traced in tho edito- 
rial page, more- especially iu civil mutters. 
One of tho groat fortes of tho Herald is in 
tho power of reaching dignitaries and im- 
portant personages at homo anil abroad. 
more especially in Catholic circles. But its 
contributors nro not confined to that chan- 
nel, 
for it is wel! known to havo employed, 


and to still do so, persons identified with 
tho "red" ns well as "black"' interuationnls. 


Tho former arc tho radicals,nnd (ho latter 


tho priests. 
Among its correspondents for 


years was one Peter Fox Andro. a Erench- 
Ameriean, who was tlio foremost organizer 
of tho \VorkiiigiHen's Interuntional during 
its 
most dreaded years. Others, whom 


every police bureau in Europe, has 
had 


"-spotted" ns "dangerous'', have been and 
still aro on tho Herald's corps. 


Tho extent of the homo establishment is 


shown by Iho fact that its editorial writers 
embrace at least a dozen reputable names, 
while its editorial executive consists of somo 
ftftceu or eighteen persons, tho night edito- 
rial force numbering thrco persons ; while 
Mr. Gonuory and Mr. Young always remain 
till a lato hour, tho latter being tho liiuil nu- 
thority as to what shall go in or bo left out 
of tho editorial pa«o, when there is a press 
of matter or circumstances requiring such 


the cold air directly to the stalls. 
Openings 


.should bo made some distance from the ani- 
mals and if possible in the upper portion of 
the structure where the foul air may escape. 
Provision should be made both for its in- 
gress and egress and no stable is a good one 
without it. 


It is now the beginning of Winter and 


care should be. taken that the herd be kept 
from falling away in flesh with tho change 
to which it has bsen subjected. If (he cows 
and calves r.re iu good condition keep them 
so. Don't think to bring them up byc-and- 
bye. It will cost less to keep them well all 
through than to lot them shrink at Iirst and 
then try to get them back afterwards. 
It is 


poor policy to feed only stalks andhr,}'. The 
cost of roots and of a little grain is no more 
than of hay. and tho farmer will expend no 
more who gives a variety of food than ho 
would if ho fed hay alone. H is a popular 
prejudice that we cannot "afford1; to feed 
grain to farm stock. 
\Ve cannot afford to 


do without it. In tho long run the cost 
will bo no more and tho value of tho stock 
will bo far greater. 


All good stock raisers know that regulari- 


ty in feeding is, highly important. 
There 


should be set times for visiting the stables 
for tho purpose of giving food and water. 
Nothing but sheer necessity should be al- 
lowed to interfere with this arrangement, let 
the hours ba what I hoy will. 


By all means lot tlio cattle havo pure. 


fresh water. 
Don't compel them to drink 


from some pool which receives the drainage 
of tho barn yard or holds other impurities 
that would render tho water nmH for tho 
owner'., own use. 
Cattle need just ns clean 


and just as good water as do human being?, 
Neither should they be compelled to leavo 
the barn and travel through tho open fields 
to find the spring where they can quench 
their thirst. 
In icy weather this is danger- 


ous, and tho losses .to which the farmer la 
subject from falls and sprains would provide 
a plenty of cisterns and ample accommoda- 
tions near by. 
If cattle are allowed free- ac- 


cess to water they will never drink enough 
at any one time to induce a chill or to do in- 
jury to themselves. 
Give them pure water 


and give it often and they will drink neither 
too much nor too little. 


Xo former should begrudge the timo and 


care required to keep his stock in good con- 
dition. 
Nothing less than this will pay. 


Serin t and irregular feeding and ill ventila- 
ted statlles will defeat all efforts to raise or 
keep stock with profit. 
If one has no time 


nor disposition to attend to this work faith- 
fully and well, he should sell off what he 
has at once and go into other business. But 
he will iiud in whatever ho engages, 
that 


he must do his work well or ho will meet 
with failures. 


PLOUGIUNTT IX CALIFORNIA. 


[From the Newport -lounial.J 


We almll not adopt tlio California method 


of ploughing in New England and shall not, 
probably, profit by tho experience of tho 
farmers on the Paoitie coast whose circum- 
stances aro so different from ours. But it 
is well for us to know how they do things in 
the Golden state where nothing counts if it is 
not on an extravagant .scale. 
For instnnco 


tho fields are mostly ploughed with what 
are called gang plows, which aro simply 
four, six or eight plow-shares fastened to a 
stout frame of wood. In tho lighter soil, 
eight horses draw a seven gang plow, mul 
ono such team is counted on to put in (140 
acres of wheat in tho sowing scnson, or 
from eight to ten acres per day.

Grey, near Mercer, has put in (his season 
•1,000 acres with Jive such teams—his own 
laud and his own teams.

I had nnution before leaving England that 


Americans wcro great talkers. I now believe 
thorn to be the most taciturn of people. 
Their great forte is listening ! thsy are tho 
boat listeners in tho world, imd those niaoug 
them who can speak perhaps the best speak- 
ers, which accords with the known laws of 
supply nnd deinirad. Nothing cnn exceed 
the deske of the average American to be 
talked to. Ho would appear to find speak- 
ing auch trouble, that lie is full of gratitude 
to those who do it for him well. 
Ha will 


walk any distance to listen to a good speech, 
or to assist at a grand "pow-wow !" 
In 


common with most Englishmen who get 
their ideas of Americans from cai'icaturos 
drawn of themselves and others, I promised 
myself a. rich treat in tho "high-falutatiou" 
line when 1 first attended a political meeting, 
in America. As speaker after speaker,how-' 
ever, addressed tho audience in tolerably 
direct and forcible language, with just the 
same faults aa would have characterized 
English speeches, onlv fewer of them, I 
began to think that" I had accidentally 
alighted on an exceptionally favourable set 
of orators. I found afterwards that it was 
the same everywhere. I attended meetings 
in all sorts of places, from the Cooper In- 
stitute in New York, to the theatre in 
Omaha, from Boston Common, Massachu- 
setts,

tho 


Black Hills of Wyoming, and I am of opin- 
ion that 
tho average 
American public 


speaker is a more eloquent man, find not 
oao whit more given to buncombe, than the 
average public speaker in England. There 
is a slightly diffo'rent sort of claptrap used, 
that is all, I have heard plenty of stuff 
tftlkeu to "working men" by people who 
ought to have known better, and much 
Columbian philistiniam. I was frequently 
told that America was a heaven upon earth, 
and her institutions the direct result of ia- 
Hpirntion 
from 
above; that Europe was 


benighted, and England very black indeed; 
and that tho eyes of all tho world were 
never taken off the people of tho United 
States. But I have heard these things in 
other forms at meetings of my own coun- 
trymen. 


There is one novelty in English eyes—or 


rather ears—connected 
with 
American 


political oratory which deserves notice, 
namely, tho fact tbnt it is of ton heralded 
and followed by music. It sounds curious 
enough to Englishmen at an indignation or 
electioneering meeting,,to hoar glees and 
comic catches sung between the solemn ap- 
peals of tho speakers,- but I am not sure 
that it docs not tend to soften tho asper- 
ities'of party wnrfnre. 
The effect too, of ft 


well-trained band taking up, as it wore, the 
closing words of an eloquent peroration, 
ftnd continuing them through tho strains, of 
a national hymn, is often exceedingly good.
